MEMORY OF THE 
BROWNINGS. 


Tribute. ‘at Bagni, Di 
Lucca, 


; Florence, July 16, ; 

A tablet to the memory of Robert, 
and Elizaboth Barrett Browning has 
been placed on the facade of the villa , 
at Bagni di Lucca, where the two 
poets spent the summers of 1853 and 
1867. ‘The tribute is. due to mem- 
bers of Baylor University, Waco, 
Texas, which has what {is believed 
to be the largest collection ; of 
Browning works and of books and 
articles relating to, them, that has 
yet ‘been . ‘got together. The cere- 
mony of unveiling the: tablet ot 
“Villa Tolomei” (now Villa Bas- 
tiani): took place last week in the 
| presence ofa large gathering. 

Some of Mrs. Browning's. fineat . 
poetry belongs to the Italia: period 
and was inspired by the ‘‘Risorgi- - 
mento! After her. death in 1861, 
a tablet with an  inscrip- . 
tion saying that her ‘verses 
| had “forged a golden link 
between Italy and England,” 
was placed by the Municipality of 
Florenge on the facade of Casa - 
Guldi, where she died. In 1916 
when the two countries were again 
drawn very close to one another by | 
mutual suffering; the. Florentines 
remembered Mrs. Browning, and 
added a second small tablet ‘to the 
side of the house where the poetess 
‘had looked out “from, Casa Guidi 
windows by ‘the chireh,” with a 
quotation from the poem.

Clowden was, however, suddenly 
freed from all obstruction, but 
her set of fishing gear was carried 
away. The porter Carey was 
then told to continue her fishing 
voyage, and the Daniel Clowden, 
with a new set of genr, made for 
fishing grounds off the coast ‘of 
County Galway, © :

A devout Catholic, ‘Mr. Gardner 
was'a member of various religious 
ordexs connected with the Cathedral 
of. the Immaculate*Conzeption, and 
was a life long supporter: of the 
Soviety of St. Vincent de Paul, He 
was also'the donor of'a beautiful 
statue to the hew_Chapel of Christ 
King, of the French Covent, Cause- 
way Bay. 

He is ‘survived by his wife, who 
is in Hong Kong, four song_and 
six daughters. Of the former’ two 
reside-in Hong Kong and the other 
two abroad. Two of Mr. Gardner's 
‘laughters are nuns at the French 
Convent here, one is in business in . 
Shanghai, a fourth who, had 
alwaya lived with and cared for her 
aged parents is st present o2 cher’ | 
way ta Shanghai, having left yester- 
day afternoon, following the receipt 
of an earifer enble announcing her 
father’s serious condition.

Sir Richard Hughes. The’ future 
King ‘William IV. came out to the 
station in the-same year, ag ‘Cap- 
tain of H.ALS. Peyasus, ‘and when, 
in March, 1787 Nelson married 
Mrs, Nesbit, Prince William gave 
the bride away, ‘Qn the hillside 
opposite the dockyard a house was 
built for Prince | William. 
“Clarence, House” still stands and 
is now the summer residence of 
the Governor. Nelson revisited 
Antigua again and .sailed from 
English Harbour for the last time 
on the long, chaye: of Admiral

Trafalgar. 

What The Other Buildings Contain 
The other buildings of the dock- 

yard were most of them practical 

workshops, The visitor who aasses 

the,porter’s lodge-and guard house 


which stand on. efther side of the 


main gates sees a long room which 


formerly held the paint ond tar 
and pitch for caukling ships, The 
rings which the bases ‘of the heavy 
casks formed on the escaping pitch 
still mark the floor, 
house’ and Joiners’ loft, the Bn- 
gineerg’ workshop and. the Black- 
smith’s shop all remain: just as 
they were in the great days of the 
West Indian Station, 

The Cordage, Canvas and Cloth- 
ing store contains-some of the 
original wooden capstans, of im- 
mensge size, and the Copper: and 
Lumber store is.still full of pieces 
of copper and lead. Anchors and 
massive eauldyrons for boiling the 
pitch, old cannon used as. posts and 
the round stone pillars of a great 
bont house, all bear evidence to the 
vigorous ‘past .of Antigua as a 
naval base. 

Old Officers Quarters. 


But the most striking , building 
after the Admiral’s House is the 
long building that was once the 
officers’ quarters. The upper part 
js of‘ timber, reached by a double 
flight of stone steps, while the 
fower part is of stone and was 
constructed to hold. at need a 
hundred tons of water, conveyed 
by pipes, which are still in work- 
ing order, to the ships by the 
quayside, The timber part of. the 
officers’ quarters was badly injured 
by a hurricane {in 1928, and the 
authorities of the island are now 
taking steps to prevent the colé 
lapse of many of the buildings. 
The Governor of" the Leeward 
Islands, Colonel St. Johnston, has 


.{ been successful in recovering some 


of the: old pieces of furniture 
which were sold off by auction to 
the inhabitants of the island many 
‘years ago,’.and the Admiral’s 
House is now their final home.

pions for their endorsement of cer- 
tain trade-marked types of athletic 
equipment. The other was an in- 
Vestixation, carried on at the sug- 
gestion of members of Congress, to 
See. -thether it is true that expert 
football players attend West Point, 
the“ United States Military Aca- 
demy, with no intention “of re. 
maining in the army, but merely in 
order to lend their services to the 
Academy’ football team. This in- 
quiry revealed the fact that a large 
number of the ‘best football play- 
ers have in fact resigned from the

West Point. “This is also the case, 
however,, with Miny men who do 
not play, football, and ‘the investi- 
ators found no: evidence of. real 
Professionalism of men who are 
paid. to come and play’ for Weat 
Point.

SOME BALLOON! 


DESIGNED TO RISE TO HEIGHT 
OF TEN MILES. : 

M. Piccard, Professor at Brussela 
University, has given details of a 
remarkable. experiment which he 
will attempt towards the end of 
the summer. 

M. Piccard has designed a new 
kind of balloon with which he ex- 
pects to renek— of— 009 
metres,*about 52,000’ feet (or, ten 
miles). The highest altitude 
hitherto attalned by a ballon with a 
passenger is 32,940 feet by the 
Germans, . Suring’ and Derson, in 
1901, 

_M. Piccard’s’ balloon, which is
